' G eorges Beaubien and Stanstead College go back more than 40 years when he arrived as a student in 1965. 

"My poor parents, who were older, they didn't really know what do with me," G eorges recalls. "Fortunately, my cousin had 
attended Stanstead College and recommended it highly." 

After graduation, G eorges attended Bishop's and Concordia For the past 37 years, 
he has worked at RBC Dominion Securities in Montreal, where today he is an invest- 
ment advisor. But he credits the foundation he received at Stanstead for his success. 

"Whatever I have achieved is due in great part to the education and friends I found 
at the College," he says. 

This past fall, Georges became chairman of the Board of Directors, continuing his 
longstanding involvement with the school. In 1970, he joined the Alumni Association 
where he met Dugie Ross, Geoff Wagner and Joseph Levy, all of whom went on to 
serve as president of the association. 

During the planning of the centennial celebrations in 1973, Georges met a number 
of Stanstead trustees who had great influence on his life. There was "Uncle Eric" - 
longtime chairman Eric Webster - who offered G eorges great encouragement.

"It's important to retain that experience because institutional memory dissipates quickly when they’re not there," he said. "How 
can you plan for the future unless you remember your past?" 

And what does that future hold? Perhaps another capital campaign? Perhaps G rade 12 admission to Quebec universities? 

"Time will tell," he says, "but we're off to a good start, and if the past is any indication of the future, the 
future is bright!" 


At the Annual General Meeting in October, Stanstead's trustees and directors thanked Joseph Levy for his dedica- 
tion to the College over the past 40 years, in particular his role as chairman of the Board of Directors and president of the 
Council of Trustees the past several.

concordia's sheila mason 

Calling on the need for personal epiphanies, Concordia University professor Sheila Mason was 
the March speaker in the Stanstead-Newport First Wednesdays lecture series. 

Speaking on "The Emergence of Environmental Thinking," Mason, who teaches 
Environmental Ethics in Concordia's Philosophy D epartment, said there needs to be a shift in the way we think about the environ- 
ment and our relationship to it. 

With references to Socrates and Aristotle, Mason described three general responses to the environment. There is the apathetic 
response ("There's no point in doing anything"), the guilt response ("I don't want to do this but, dam it, I will because it's good for 
me"), and the virtuous response ("I get satisfaction out of doing the right thing"). This last response is often accompanied by an 
epiphany or sense of clarity. 

"The penny is dropping for people over and over in many creative ways, so there is, in fact, a shift happening in the way we look 
at sustainability," she said. 

Mason went on to describe new schools of thought in environmental thinking, including D eep Ecology, which promotes a "big 
picture" sense that all things are connected. Then there is Natural Capital, which sees the environment as a resource that produces 
oxygen, filters water and so on. 

"We are collectively not recognizing the preciousness of the environment or its finitude," said Mason. 

The final school of thought was Social Capital - the power of people coming together to solve problems in their community. " It 
has value, it has capital, it's a renewable resource," said Mason of this social energy. 

While many people (including committed environmentalists) are occasionally discouraged about whether we can change our atti- 
tudes towards the environment, Mason finished on the optimistic suggestion that all you need for success is for 15 percent of the 
population to "get the idea"

This year, the Round Square conference was held at Gordonstoun School in northern 
Scotland. The theme for this year was "Plus est en Vous” (there is more in you than you think). 
Over 60 schools participated and there were more than 500 delegates, students and teachers. 
Five students from Stanstead College (Laura Goodyear, Tania Laroche-Duhamel, Lindsay 
Smith, Helen White and Kristina Wilson, all G mde 10), Mrs. Telling and Mr. Wolfe were all rep- 
resentatives for Stanstead College. 

Prior to the conference we flew to London to attend a pre-conference in Holland, Belgium 
and France. Six other schools - Armidale, Ballarat, Scotch Oakbum Tasmania, all from 
Australia, BCS and Strathcona Tweedsmuir from Canada, and Vivek from India - came along 
with us. 

The main focus of this pre-conference was to learn more about and to visit sites related to 
World War I. We also visited the main cities surrounding us such as Amsterdam, Brussels, Ypres, and since we landed there, London. 
We all had an amazing time. We now understand why Remembrance D ay is so important. The five of us have a much deeper under- 
standing of the matter and have a huge amount of respect for the people who gave their lives in WWI. 

0 verall the pre-conference was an amazing opportunity for all the students to cre- 
ate bonds with other teenagers from different backgrounds and getting to know the 
way they think. D uring those couple of days, we really had to live with them whether 
it was sharing a room, walking around Amsterdam, playing cards at night before 
lights out or just being sick together while crossing the English Channel. 

At the Round Square conference itself, there were three keynote speakers: 

Jamie Andrew: a mountaineer who had both of his hands and feet amputated after 
a hard time on one of his expeditions (where he also witnessed the death of his best 
friends). He made a speedy recovery and still continued doing what he loved, moun- 
taineering. He is a very inspiring speaker and what he accomplished is remarkable. 

G eorge Reid: a journalist, television producer and a leading Member of Parliament 
at the UK level in Westminster, and at Holyrood. George Reid has also been the 
director of public affairs for the International Red Cross. His work has enabled him 
to travel worldwide, especially in places with poverty and much conflict. 

Kriss Akabusi: an Olympic medalist, European and Commonwealth athletics 
champion for running and a very motivational speaker. He is the founding director 
and chairman of Reach (Rural Empowerment and Community Health) in Nigeria which helps to prevent waterborne diseases and 
develop social cohesion. 

There were also several former G ordonstoun students who spoke to us about their experience at G ordonstoun and what the motto 
"Plus est en Vous" meant to them, which was very interesting. 

Now, we did not only sit around and listen to speakers the whole time. We also had some time to experience Scotland. This includ- 
ed going on tours of Loch Ness and its castle (Lindsay, Tania, Laura, Helen and Mrs. Telling) and touring two of Scotland's local 
castles (Kristina and Mr. Wolfe). We also went on adventure trips, which included cliff climbing on the Northern Sea (Lindsay, 

Kristina and Laura), bouldering on the same cliffs (Helen) and a 
mountain rescue session (Tania). There were many other activities

When Peter Ashworth walked into the archives one day last 
fall, he nearly stumbled on a chunk of metal. 0 n the floor, some- 
one had placed the mechanism from the old Colby House clock. 

A week or so later, a large red Stanstead College banner 
showed up, something used sometime in the past for sports 
assemblies. 

"Y ou never know what you're going to find when you come in 
here," says Ashworth. "Unfortunately, you don't know what's not 
going to be here either." 

The Stanstead College archivea is a work in progress, and like 
history itself, it's not entirely tidy and there's no end in sight. 
Current material is continually being added, even as old items 
continue to be found. 

"We've found archival material all over the place. We're up to 
17 places in the school," says Ashworth. 

While archive material goes back to the founding of the 
school, the proper cataloguing of the material - from board min- 
utes to team jerseys - only began in earnest during 
Headmaster Barry Gallant's time, overseen by 
former Director of Development Louise 
G ittens and a group of students. 

Ashworth took over in 2000, two years 
before he retired from the Math 
D epartment after 30 years as a teacher. 

"I had one table in a room in the base- 
ment of the D avis Annex and some shelves," 
Ashworth recalls. "It was literally piled high. I start-

ures, a cloth hat signed by became evident very quickly that it was 
students back in 1910-11. not going to be enough room." 

When the student centre was destroyed by fire in February 
2001, Ashworth seized the opportunity to ask for archive space 
in the new construction. Two rooms were set aside in the base- 
ment. Since then, the archives have taken over a third office and 
a classroom. 

The biggest single item in the archives is the collection of files 
from John Colby's tenure as a member of the Board of

D hectors. There are also papers going back to the 1800s that are 
still being sorted out. And aired out. Unfortunately, the years of 
packrat-style storage has left some documents mouldy and in 
poor shape. 

These older documents don't merely document the history of 
Stanstead College but relate the history and day-to-day life of the 
region. For example, Ashworth was tickled to find a letter from 
the late fall of 1917 written by someone in Richmond explaining 
he was unable to travel to Stanstead because the "motoring sea- 
son is closed." 

Another unique item is a letter from Premier Maurice 
Duplessis offering his condolences following the fire of 1937. 

Then there are the items that don't even belong in the 
Stanstead College collection, including items belonging to the 
Stanstead Fire D epartment and Bishop's College School. 

This past summer, the school hired a student to assist 
Ashworth in sorting and cataloguing. 

"He found every single cup, every shield, everything used in 
prize-giving. We found them in all kinds of buildings." 

Among the prize finds is the Eastern Townships Senior 
Hockey League Trophy for 1904-05, which lists the name of 
Drummondville, Que. native and early hockey legend Lester 
Patrick.

But the bulk of the collection consists of photographs, most 
of them taken for yearbooks. 

"The archives agd yearbook go hand in hand. It's our first 
resource,” says Ashworth, who ran the Spectrum Yearbook Club 
for years. In fact, his work with the yearbook was his ,ofily real 
preparation for the job of archivist, which he has learned as he's 
gone along - with some training from former Stanstead 
Historical Society archivist Betty Brock. 

Unfortunately, the number of print photos have grown fewer 
and fewer since the early eighties. Now, with the dominance of 
digital photography, virtually no hard copies exist of current 
photos - and digital photographs are notorious for being poorly 
filed, if they are saved at all. Not surprisingly, Ashworth is not a 
fan. 

This is not to say that there aren't plenty of older photographs 
to work with. The current project is sorting all photographs by 
decade, then by year. Ashworth has been working with former 
faculty Alex Philip, who Ashworth refers to as a "human 
archive." 

"We want to get everyone's name on the back of the pictures. 
The reason for that is I know students going back to the seven- 
ties and Alex knows them back to the fifties. But whoever takes 
over from me, they won't know who they are. It's not fair to do 
it for some and not others." 

These photographs will then be indexed and entered into a 
computer database for easy matching of names and years. 

Ashworth is a strong believer in the importance of this daunt- 
ing task. 

"They were a part of the school," says Ashworth. "It doesn't 
matter if they were teachers or students. They should be recog- 
nized." 

Working in the archives a few days a week and with more 
material appearing - sometimes mysteriously - all the time, 
Ashworth will probably be kept busy for some time. But it's com- 
ing along. 

"We're miles ahead of where we were a year ago," he says.

Bart Kasowski has touched the Holy Grail of the academic 
world: 

Harvard. 

But when the Class of '89 grad and Beebe, Que. native came 
home this past winter to address Stanstead's Academic Assembly, 
he pointed out to the university-bound students that there are 
other equally worthy post-secondary quests. 

"Harvard is the top because it chooses to be. They and the 
other top Ivy League schools set themselves apart through con- 
stant competitiveness. To get in you have to be as competitive as 
they are," he said. "That doesn't mean they are the only schools 
or the only good schools." 

What's important, he said, is finding a university environment 
that fits your personality and expectations. 

Kasowski earned his BA from Harvard in 1993 and went on 
to work for Reebok International and Adidas- Salomon, where he 
was product manager for the North American launch of 
Salomon In-Line Skates. In 2005, he received his MBA from 
HEC Montreal and is currently working towards his doctorate in 
Philosophy at the Universite de Montreal. He also works with the 
real estate firm Aero term on investment strategy and new busi- 
ness development. 

Having studied on both sides of the border, Kasowski was 
able to answer the students' questions about how the two coun- 
tries compare. 

"The Canadian education system is fantastic," he said. "The 
professors here are as good, just maybe not as famous. The dif-

Case in point, 

Kasowski's three roommates at Harvard had each scored perfect 
1600s on their SATs. But neither they nor anyone else he knew 
at Harvard ever went away for Spring Break. 

While Kasowski didn't have a perfect SAT, what gained him 
admission to Harvard was the combination of academics and 
experience that Stanstead College offered. 

"Stanstead is a community," he said. "I'm closer with my 
friends from Stanstead than I am with most of my university 
friends. We had a chance to grow together. You also have an 
opportunity to be a leader in that community, no matter who you 
are." 

K asowski urged the students to seek this balance between aca- 
demics and experience. 

"It's up to each and every one of you to take advantage of 
what's offered at Stanstead College," he said. "Go beyond the 
exam questions, the required readings, the problems in the text 
book. Take a question you find interesting and go beyond what's 
expected. It could possibly shape ideas that may propel you 
towards your future studies." 

As for K asowski, he plans to pursue a career as a professor of 
business ethics, focusing on the role of the individual in corpo- 
rate governance and decision-making. He and his wife Francine 
live in Outremont with their son Maximilien.

study confirms bene: 



In 1979, Stanstead College returned to its co-educational roots after 20 years as an all-boys school. It has never looked back. Now 
a new study shows that it was and continues to be the right way to go. 

Last year, Stanstead was one of 32 co-ed independent schools that sponsored and participated in a nationwide survey of 18,000 
students across Canada. The students were enrolled in independent co-ed and single-sex high schools as well as public co-ed and 
girls-only high schools. 

Released last September, the report. Perceptions and attitudes of students toward their academic and social experiences in Canadian high schools, 
prepared by The Strategic Counsel, reveals that students, both girls and boys, benefit socially and academically from studying in a 
mixed-peer environment. The survey also reveals no significant differences between students attending co-ed and single-sex schools 
with respect to self-image, leadership, overall social adjustment and academic engagement. 

The survey results challenge stereotypes about confidence and academic ability based on gender. The data also suggest that girls 
excel in co-ed settings as much as in single-sex schools, with girls in co-ed schools as confident as their peers in single-sex schools 
in academic ability overall and abilities in Math and Science. 

Boys and girls who study together are more likely to discuss ideas from class or homework with opposite-sex friends outside of 
class. 

Students at co-ed and single sex schools hold much different attitudes towards their friendships with members of the opposite 
sex. While all students revealed that they make friends easily with members of their own sex, both public co-ed (83 percent) and 
independent co-ed students (84 percent) are more likely to feel confident expressing their views in the presence of opposite sex peers 
than students of single sex schools (69 percent independent, 68 percent public girls-only). 

0 verall, independent schools in Canada fared better in providing an environment for college or university preparation and in devel- 
oping confidence in students that they were well prepared for such an education. Fifty-six percent of independent co-ed students 
and 50 percent of those attending independent single-sex schools revealed they are "very confident" that they will be academically 
prepared for university when they graduate, compared to 40 percent of students at public co-ed schools. 

"Stanstead College promotes and celebrates diversity," said Headmaster Michael Wolfe. "That means encouraging students from 
around the world and of both genders to interact in and out of the classroom. It's how the world is. This new research reinforces 
much of what we already knew - that students in independent schools are more academically prepared and more secure in their envi- 
ronment. In addition, we're pleased to see that the co-educational structure remains the preferred academic and social model."

Foraier Iranian ambassador to the United Nations Mansour 
Farhang warned of a "tragic catastrophe" if the Bush adminis- 
tration doesn't attempt to negotiate with Iran. 

Farhang, now a professor of International Relations and 
Middle Eastern Politics at Bennington College in Vermont, was 
the speaker at November's First Wednesdays lecture held in 
Pierce Hall. 

This was the first Stanstead event in the series, which the 
College is co-hosting with the G oodrich Memorial Library in 
Newport, Vt., sponsored by the Vermont Humanities Council 
and the Canadian D onner Foundation. 

Farhang was revolutionary Iran's first ambassador to the 
United Nations from 1979 to 1980. He resigned in protest when 
the Khomeini regime refused to accept the UN Commission of 
Inquiry's recommendation to release American hostages in 
Tehran. 

A frequent commentator on Middle Eastern matters, 
Farhang shared his thoughts on the current Iranian situation with

Covering the history 
of Iran from its pre-revolutionary era through the deadly Iran- 
Iraq War to the current post- 9/ 11 era, Farhang pointed out that 
Iran is relatively modem, economically open and surprisingly 
diplomatic. 

"There is no evidence, except rhetoric, that Iran is a threat to 
any country or regime," he said. 

Because Iran is surrounded by U.S. forces and U.S.-backed 
regimes, the country's security concerns are legitimate, said 
Farhang, leaving the Iranian authority feeling it has a valid need 
for the deterrent of nuclear weapons. 

However, allowing Iran to develop these weapons would be 
a huge mistake: 

"If countries like Iran get nuclear weapons, it will pave the 
way to collective suicide," said Farhang. 

Any military strike by the U.S. would result in tremendous 
loss of life and the likelihood of retaliation by Iran against neigh- 
bouring Egypt or Israel. The U.S. would likely be forced to use 
tactical nuclear weapons again Tehran. 

Although the mass media and the Iran leadership have creat- 
ed an image that "this country is beyond the pale," mainly 
through the bogeyman of its president, Farhang pointed out that 
Mahmoud Ahmadinejad has no real power and is a "false face." 

He believes that Iran is willing to negotiate the nuclear issue. 
However, in the name of sovereignty, it will not negotiate the 
issue solely but as part of a broader range of issues. 

"The military option is a road to catastrophe," he said. 
"D ebating the issue in public is the only hope to prevent this." 

Professor Farhang extended his stay at Stanstead College to 
speak to the Grade 12 Comparative Politics class the following 
afternoon, where he discussed the "threshold for democracy" in 
the Middle East.

That was the entry for Irene Oaker (nee Cooper) in the 1941 
Stanstead College A mud. Bom and raised in Stanstead, across the 
road from Crystal Lake Cemetery, Mrs. Oaker went from G rade 
1 through 9 at Stanstead College before enrolling in Bugbee 
Business College. 

Sixty-six years later, Mrs. Oaker still looks back fondly on the 
school, which she describes as "very peaceful, quiet and nice." 
She remembers teachers like Miss Libby, who taught G rade 1, 
Miss Hutley, and Mrs. Wharram, the principal of the Holmes 
Model School. 

"I wasn't a very good student," she admits today. "I didn't like 
homework." 

Living outside of town, Mrs. 0 aker remembers being picked 
up and brought to school every day. 

"A man by the name of Mr. Bliss had a truck that would pick 
us up," she recalls. "In the winter, we rode in a covered sled 
drawn by horses. He had a little heater in there to keep us warm." 

After studying bookkeeping at Bugbee, Mrs. 0 aker worked 
briefly at Spencer Supports before working at her uncle's gener- 
al store in Beebe. She then met Reginald 0 aker, a Brit working at 
Butterfield's, and married him in June 1944. When his division 
was laid off a month later, the young couple moved to Welland, 
Ontario, where Reginald got a job at Atlas Steels and Irene 
worked as the office manager at Welland Metal Supplies, a man- 
ufacturer and wholesale dealer of sheet metal. She remained in 
that position for 33 years. 

"I ran the office, kept the books, made coffee... all I didn't do 
was sweep floors," she says. 

It was after the move to Welland that Mrs. Oaker caught the 
art bug. 

"When we bought our house, the lady next door was an artist," 
she recalls. "I always thought I'd like to draw. I was doing a paint- 
by-numbers one day, and my neighbour said, “What are you 
doing?' I said, 'Learning to paint.' She said, 'G o buy some paint, 
some canvas, brushes, and paint properly.' I did everything she 
told me. I did four years of night school, I took classes at Niagara 
College, then I went to E.L. Crossly School to learn to do por- 
trait painting. I loved it." 

Mrs. 0 aker exhibited her work and kept the books for a num- 
ber of art clubs. Though far from the Townships, many of her 
paintings depict Eastern Townships scenes, like covered bridges

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Remembering Tom Russell 

Headmaster 1972-1976 


In late September, Stanstead College learned that former 
Headmaster Tom Russell had died on September 26, 2006 at the 
age of 77. With permission from Tom's family, the Advancement 
Office created a virtual guestbook for alumni and friends to 
share their thoughts and condolences. 

The response was overwhelming. 

We received notice after notice filled with warm memories of a 
man who went out of his way to support the values and tradi- 
tions of Stanstead College and the young men under his care. 

"Mr. Russell commanded the respect and admiration of all his 
students during those years. Most importantly he was well liked 
because you could walk up to him and talk to him about any- 
thing," wrote Allan Sonac '73. 

"I remember fondly the kind words of encouragement and 
guidance he would offer when it seemed I was off track," wrote 
Jonathan Cowen '72. "I enjoyed being invited to dinner after 
spending the afternoon lining all the playing fields. At the 

Russells' house, it was always a good meal 
and lots of fun to either watch 8mm 
movies or listen to stories from their time 
in Africa and marvel at all the souvenirs. 
Mr. Russell had a way of making every- 
one feel a little more grown up and 
important. He would always listen, with 
great interest, to what you had to say." 

Headmaster Russell was born in Beer, 
Devon, England on December 28, 1928. 
A graduate of the University of London, 
he came to Stanstead in 1968 as an

Doug Bourdon '72. "Tom 'took the helm. 1 We were shaken but 
quickly regained confidence because of his steady hand." 

Tom Russell's tenure included the construction of the Ralph B. 
Hood Swimming Pool, the school's centennial celebration and a 
visit by G ovemor G eneral Roland Michener, increased enroll- 
ment and the writing of the school's history, published in 1977 as 
The Stanstead College Story by Joan MacDonald. 

"Headmaster Russell suggested that we call the book The School 
W ith a H eart," Mrs. MacD onald recalled. "I thought that that was 
a very good suggestion but the more conservative trustees did 
not agree - still, I always think of that as my special tide!" 

The early seventies were a tumultuous time, no less so at a pri- 
vate school for boys in the Eastern Townships. Mr. Russell 




seemed to have impatience for the era, 
even as he showed patience to the boys. 

"I believe in controlled freedom," he 
wrote in the 1972 Spectrum. "The peace 
sign still adorns our dining hall - a 
superficial symbol of the teenage 
trends of today, meaningless and hollow... . Signs, symbols, 
expressions and trends come and go. Underneath there is peo- 
ple." 

In his Headmaster's Message in the 1976 Spectrum, Mr. Russell 
wrote of how he had been telling off a student and "rather pour- 
ing on the tongue-lashing" when the boy blurted out, "Sir, you 
have no idea how difficult it is being a teenager these days!" 

"My first reaction was to snort back 'That's no excuse,' but his 
remark shut me up for a minute or two... " he wrote. 
"Nevertheless, tough problems are conquered by a strong will 
and it is only the weak who get 'sucked in' by others whose 
morals and ethics are questionable." 

However, rather than let his boys muddle through these con- 
fusing years on their own, Headmaster Russell led through com- 
passion and leadership. 

"He inspired through his enthusiasm. He inspired by being 
open-minded. He inspired through his wisdom and worldliness. 

He inspired by trusting. He inspired by listening. He inspired 
by encouraging. He inspired by showing a genuine interest and 
confidence in people as individuals. He inspired through his 
humour and sense of fun," wrote Ian Fraser '70. 

Mr. Russell remained Headmaster until 1976 when he became 
headmaster of Balmoral Hall in Winnipeg, a position he held for 
the next 10 years. 

He and his wife Janet 
retired to Vancouver 
Island. He was father to 
Mary Ann and Kevin

UNICEF's flavia mutamute 

For years, Halloween trick-or-treaters carried orange 
UNICEF boxes door to door collecting coins for Third World 
relief. But last year, UNICE F dropped the boxes, citing the col- 
lection method's inherent inefficiency 

Instead, the Canadian branch of the children's relief agency 
decided to target schools directly, encouraging fundraising 
activities and sharing information about UNICEF programs. 

Last October, Stanstead College welcomed Flavia 
Mutamutega, information and communication officer for 
UNICEF Rwanda, who offered a presentation on the Schools for Africa program, run 
jointly by UNICEF and the Nelson Mandela Foundation. 

The goal of the program is to build and repair schools in Angola, Malawi, 
Mozambique, Rwanda, South Africa and Zimbabwe. 

In 2005, the target country was Rwanda. Ravaged by genocide, poverty and 
HIV/ AID S, Rwanda has a population of 9 million, 50 percent of whom are under 18. 
Children work to feed themselves and their families and have little access to education, 
Mutamutega explained. What schooling there is takes place in poor facilities or out- 
doors, with no water or sanitation. 

Citing the UN's Convention on the Rights of the Child, Mutamutega said, "Every 
child has the right to access quality education." 

In the past year, Schools for Africa managed to build 18 new schools, with another 
14 planned. The schools include access to water so that the children don't have to miss 
school as they travel for miles to bring water to their homes. 

Mutamutega offered the example of a 15-year-old girl whose education was at a 
G mde 3 level. In the new school and with an intensive program, she is doing six years 
of schooling in three. "The school made it possible for her to think, 'I will struggle for 
a while but I will be.'" 

The schools also integrate children who have been maimed by land mines. 

This integration is critical in a country that lived with division for so long, said 
Mutamutega. 

"We are one Rwanda, we are one community, we are one language. We want the new 
generation to grow up knowing they are one people," she said. 

This year, UNICEF is focusing on Malawi, a country even poorer than Rwanda and 
with even greater incidence of HIV and AIDS. 

According to UNICEF Canada, plans for Malawi include: 

-constructing a 2-classroom block in 26 schools; 

-rehabilitating 200 schools; 

-providing instructional teaching materials to 200 schools; 

-restoring sanitation facilities in 14 schools; 

-helping to protect orphans and vulnerable children; 

-conducting in-service training for 1,600 teachers. 

In response to Mutamutega's visit, Stanstead College students raised $500 
towards the cause.

D onations of publicly listed securities to registered charities such as 
Stanstead College are tax deductible and exempt from capital gains tax.
